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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman,  Aldermen  and  Members  of 
the  Kesteven  County  Council 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  reports  on  the  health  of  the 
County  and  the  school  child  for  the  year  1973- 

These  reports  are  briefer  than  their  predecessors  for  the  following 
reason. 

The  vital  statistics  contained  in  the  Report  come  from  a  variety  of 
sources.  A  major  source  is  the  Office  of  Population  Censuses  and  Surveys 
whose  statistics  for  1973  are  not  available  until  April  197^» 

The  vital  statistics  that  are  available  show  that  the  number  of  babies 
bora  in  the  County  declined  for  the  third  successive  year.  There  were  2511 
births  giving  a  birth  rate  of  15-5  compared  with  16.5  in  1972.  There  was  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was 
15.9  compared  with  15  in  1972. 

I  have  to  report  that  there  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  attending  at  the 
special  treatment  centres  in  hospitals  in  the  area.  There  were  3 07  cases 
compared  with  103  cases  in  1963  and  25^  cases  in  1972.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  an  attack  of  venereal  disease  may  result  in  chronic  ill  health  or  sterility 
for  a  proportion  of  those  infected. 

The  declining  birth  rate  has  resulted  in  fewer  attendances  at  our  infant 
welfare  centres  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  a  higher  proportion  of  the 
children  received  protection  by  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis. 
Once  again  a  large  number  of  girls  between  the  ages  of  11  and  l4  years  accepted 
the  offer  of  vaccination  against  rubella  (german  measles). 

Our  Nursing  Services  met  a  heavy  demand  on  its  services.  There  was  again 
a  heavy  demand  on  the  ambulance  service  and  it  is  regretted  that  limitations 
had  to  be  made  on  the  service  that  could  be  provided  in  the  closing  weeks  of 
the  year  due  to  industrial  action  by  members  of  the  ambulance  service.

There  was  a  further  expansion  of  the  chiropody  and  family  planning  services 
in  the  County. 

Limitations  of  national  finance  meant  that  it  was  not  possible  to  commence 
the  erection  of  the  Market  Deeping  Health  Centre  in  1973  hut  I  hope  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  commence  building  the  Market  Deeping  and  North  Hykeham 
Health  Centres  during  197^ • 

The  health  of  the  school  children  in  the  County  was  good.  Fewer  children 
were  found  to  have  heads  infested  with  lice  or  nits.  It  is  still  important 
that  parents  and  teachers  should  continue  to  take  a  clean  interest  in  the 
checking  of  children's  hair.  Long  hair  obviously  provides  many  hiding  places 
for  lice  and  their  eggs. 

The  Lincolnshire  Area  Health  Authority  will  become  responsible  for  the 
running  of  health  services  in  the  County  after  the  31st  March  197^-»  The 
present  limitations  on  available  monies  will  make  its  task  more  difficult 
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but  there  is  a  fund  of  goodwill  towards  the  health  service  in  Kesteven 
and  Lincolnshire  as  a  whole  and  if  this  goodwill  can  be  converted  to 
voluntary  effort  on  behalf  of  the  healtji  service  success  will  crown  the 
efforts  of  the  Authority  to  provide  an  excellent  service  for  the  people 
of  the  County. 

It  is  a  very  real  pleasure  and  privilege  to  thank  all  the  volunteers 
who  have  helped  in  the  running  of  the  County  Health  Services  and  also  the 
medical  and  other  staff  of  R.A.F.  Hospital,  Nocton  Hall  and  the  R.A.F. 
stations  in  the  County  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  encouragement 
and  for  help  given  by  colleagues  in  other  Departments  of  the  County  Council. 

It  has  been  an  anxious  and  arduous  year  for  the  staff  of  the  Department 
and  I  am  very  grateful  for  their  support  and  hard  work  during  the  year  and 
without  which  this  report  could  not  have  been  produced  before  the  end  of 
March  1974c

The  responsibility  for  notifying  a  case  or  suspected  cases  of  ood 
poisoning  or  infectious  disease  now  rests  exclusively  on  the  medical 
practitioner  attending  the  patient  unless  he  believes  that  another 
practitioner  has  already  notified  the  case. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven  cases  of  infectious  and  other  notifiable 
diseases  (excluding  tuberculosis)  were  notified  to  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  during  1973*

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TUBERCULOSIS 


The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  the  1st  January  1973 
was  3^6.  During  the  year  eleven  new  cases  and  five  cases  who  transferred 
from  other  areas  were  added  to  the  register  but  five  patients  died ,  two 
were  transferred  from  the  area  and  one  patient  recovered.  This  left  a 
total  of  354  cases  on  the  register  at  the  31st  December  1973»  This  total 
may  be  further  reduced  when  the  annual  register  check  with  the  local  Chest 
Clinic  is  completed. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  the  County  giving  a  mortality 
rate  of  0.01  per  thousand  of  the  total  population  which  was  the  same  as  in 
1972. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  diagnosed  as  suffering 
from  venereal  disease  attending  at  the  special  treatment  centres  at  hospitals 
in  the  area.

Ante  and  Post  Natal  Clinics 


Ante  and  post-natal  clinics  are  held  at  the  general  practitioners' 
surgeries  with  the  district  midwife  in  attendance.  Where  it  is  difficult 
for  expectant  mothers  to  attend  surgeries  the  district  midwife  is  usually 
able  to  help  by  providing  transport.  In  the  more  isolated  areas  the  ante¬ 
natal  examination  may  take  place  at  home,  the  doctor  being  accompanied  by 
the  district  midwife.  Post-natal  clinics  are  also  held  at  doctors'  surgeries 
with  the  district  midwife  in  attendance. 

Expectant  mothers  in  the  North  Hykeham  area  who  desire  a  home  confinement 
may  book  the  services  of  a  midwife  at  the  Church  Hall,  Moor  Lane,  North 
Hykeham  on  any  Monday  from  2  to  3  p.m. 
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Hospital  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Children 

Reports  on  the  circumstances  of  399  expectant  mothers  referred  for 
maternity  beds  on  social  grounds  were  submitted  to  the  hospital  authorities. 

Premature  Infants 

During  the  year  there  were  13 6  live  births  assignable  to  this  County 
of  infants  notified  as  weighing  5jlbs.  or  less  at  birth.  Of  this  total 
134  were  born  in  hospital  and  two  were  born  at  home  or  in  a  nursing  home. 

Eleven  premature  babies  died  during  the  first  few  days  of  life. 

There  were  seven  premature  stillbirths  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
occurred  in  hospitals. 

Family  Planning 

The  County  Council  continued  to  grant  free  use  of  the  accommodation  at . 
the  county  clinics  in  Grantham  and  Stamford  to  the  Family  Planning  Association, 
where  clinics  are  held  as  follows :- 

Beac onfield  Clinic,  Sandon  Road,  Grantham  - 
3  sessions  per  month 

Barn  Hill  Clinic,  Stamford  - 
6-8  sessions  per  month 

The  County  Council  opened  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  at  Riversdale  House, 
Westgate,  Sleaford,  in  June  1971.  This  clinic  is  held  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesday  each  month. 

The  County  Council  make  per  capita  payments  to  the  Family  Planning 
Association  in  respect  of  Kesteven  residents  who  attend  at  the  Grantham, 
Stamford,  Lincoln,  Boston,  Horncastle  and  Peterborough  clinics  rim  by  the 
Family  Planning  Association. 

CONSULTANT  SERVICES 

Some  pre-school  children  were  seen  at  the  ophthalmic,  orthopaedic 
and  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinics  held  at  the  authority's  premises  at  Grantham, 
Stamford,  Sleaford  and  Bourne.  Some  pre-school  children  m  the  northern  < 
part  of  the  County  requiring  ophthalmic  treatment  attended  the  special  clinic 
for  children  at  Lincoln  County  Hospital.

Phenylketonuria 

Babies  born  in  the  County  were  tested  for  phenylketonuria  by  the 
Guthrie  Blood  Test  method  and/or  Phenistix  Urine  Test  method.  No  positive 
reactions  were  reported. 

Congenital  Abnormalities 

The  scheme  for  reporting  congenital  defects  observed  at  birth  operated 
satisfactorily.  The  birth  notification  cards  provide  for  the  requisite  in¬ 
formation  to  be  inserted  by  midwives  or  doctors  when  notifying  births. 

Details  relating  to  44  babies  were  sent  to  the  Registrar  General.  The 
total  number  of  defects  reported  was  54,  nine  of  the  babies  having  more  than 
one  defect.

The  total  number  of  confinements  attended  by  midwives  in  the  County, 
2,077,  was  lower  than  that  for  1972  (2,224)  and  1971  (2,428)  and  aLso  lower 
than  the  average  for  the  years  1969-73  (2,374).  The  proportion  of  hospital 
confinements,  96.8%,  showed  an  increase  of  2.6%  on  that  for  1972.  The  figure 
for  1971  was  92.1%  and  for  1970,  84.3%. 

Due  to  the  large  number  of  hospital  confinements  which  took  place  during 
the  year,  there  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  discharged  home 
before  the  end  of  the  minimum  lying-in  period  of  ten  days.  The  total  number 
of  early  discharges  during  1973  was  2,011,  compared  with  1,958  in  1972, 

1770  in  1971,  1,653  in  1970  and  1,592  in  1969. 
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The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  all  maternity  cases  during  1973 
amounted  to  11,097  plus  1,607  ante-natal  visits  -  a  total  of  12,704, 
compared  with  13,582  (10,845  plus  2,737  ante-natal  vrsxts)  in  1972

Tuberculosis 


The  close  co-operation  which  has  been  built  up  during  the  years  with  the 
chest  clinics  serving  the  County  has  again  been  maintained.  Free  milk  was 
supplied  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chest  physician  to  seven  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  patients  being  nursed  at  home  received  assistance  from  the 
County  Council* s  Home  Help  Service.  Home  helps  who  may  be  required  to  undertake 
work  with  families  where  tuberculosis  is  known  to  be  present  in  the  household 
are  x-rayed  by  arrangement  with  the  chest  physicians. 

Tuberculosis  Vaccines  Clinical  Trial 

Local  Health  authorities  have  helped  in  this  trial  by  making  quarterly 
returns  to  the  Tuberculosis  Research  Unit  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  of  all 
cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  and  cases  discovered  only  after  death,  in  persons 
born  in  the  years  1933  to  1938  inclusive.  The  nil  return  that  was  supplied  for 
the  first  quarter  in  1973  was  the  last  return  required  to  complete  the  twenty-year 
follow-up,  which  has  contributed  much  scientific  information  relevant  to  the 
general  problem  of  tuberculosis  control  throughout  the  world.  This  trial  has  also 
confirmed  the  value  of  the  scheme  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  children  aged  10-13 
years  in  this  country,  introduced  in  1953* 

Long  Stay  Immigrants 

Forty- two  long  stay  immigrants,  including  thirteen  children  gave  addresses 
in  this  County  on  their  arrival  in  the  country  during  1973  and  members  of  the 
health  visiting  staff  succeeded  in  contacting  thirty-nine  cases. 

Cervical  Cytology 

Sessions  for  the  taking  of  cervical  smears  are  held  weekly  in  the  County 
Council's  clinic  at  Grantham  and  fortnightly  at  the  Sleaford  and  Stamford 
clinics.  By  arrangement  with  the  Lincoln  Health  Department  women  resident  in 
the  northern  part  of  Kesteven  are  seen  at  the  Lincoln  clinic.  The  total  number 
of  smears  from  women  resident  in  Kesteven  sent  for  examination  from  our  own 
clinics  and  the  Lincoln  clinic  was  1,878  compared  with  2,067  in  1972.

Special  Examinations 

A  child  may  be  brought  forward  by  the  parents,  headmaster,  or  school 
nurse  at  a  routine  medical  inspection  if  it  is  thought  he  requires  attention. 
This  is  called  a  "Special”  examination;  the  parent  is  notified  and  invited 
to  be  present  at  the  examination. 

Re-examinations 


Children  who  are  found  to  have  defects  are  re-examined  at  subsequent 
medical  inspections.  When  the  defect  does  not  warrant  referral  to  a  specialist 
or  require  immediate  attention,  the  child  will  be  kept  under  observation; 
should  it  later  be  considered  necessary  to  advise  treatment  the  family  doctor 
is  consulted  and  the  school  nurse  visits  the  home  to  inform  the  mother. 

General  Physical  Condition 

The  general  physical  condition  of  the  children  was  good.  Only  three 
of  the  7,625  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspections  were  considered  to  be 
of  unsatisfactory  physical  condition. 

Personal  Hygiene 

The  school  nurses  carry  out  regular  head  inspections  at  all  primary 
schools  but  visit  the  secondary  schools  for  head  inspections  at  the  request 
of  the  head  teacher. 

During  the  year  a  total  number  of  61,632  head  inspections  were  carried 
out  and  216  children  were  found  to  be  infested.
